5. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first election of Trustees shall be Canadian 
citizens who are twenty-one years of age 
or older and are entitled to be registered 
as voters under the “Provincial Elections 
Act” and are owners of land in the tract 
of land hereinbefore described, and the 
persons qualified to be candidates at the 
said election shall be the persons qualified 
as aforesaid to vote and their wives and 
husbands. 

6. Mr. James F. Dawson, Cawston, 
B.C., shall be Returning Officer for the 
first election of Trustees. He shall call 
a general meeting of the persons who are 
qualified as aforesaid to vote and shall, at 
least seven days before the date of the 
said meeting, post in three conspicuous 
places within the area hereinbefore de- 
scribed a notice signed by him giving the 
date, time, and place of holding the said 
meeting. The Returning Officer shall be 
chairman of the said meeting, and subject 
to the provisions of clause 5 shall have 
power to determine whether or not any 
person who desires to vote 1s qualified to 
do so. He shall have power to determine 
the procedure to be followed at the said 


meeting and the method of taking the 
votes. Each qualified voter shall be en- 
titled to cast one vote for each of three 
candidates. The Returning Officer shall 
declare the result of the election and shall 
notify the Comptroller of Water Rights 
of the said result. 

7. The candidate elected as Trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes is 
cast at the general meeting called pur- 
suant to clause 6 hereof shall hold office 
until the annual generai meeting of 1961, 
the candidate elected for whom the sec- 
ond greatest number of votes is cast shall 
hold office until the annual general meet- 
ing of 1960, and the candidate elected 
for whom the third greatest number of 
votes is cast shall hold office until the 
annual general meeting of 1959, but 
should there be nominated no more than 
three candidates for the office of Trustee, 
or should any two or more candidates re- 
ceive an equal number of votes, then the 
Returning Officer shall have power to 
and shall declare which of the candidates 
are elected and which shall hold office un- 
til the next, the second, and third succeed- 
ing annual general meetings respectively. 

8. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call 
a general meeting to be held between 
January Ist and May Ist in each year, for 
the following purposes :— 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a 
report on condition of the works 
and a statement of the financial 
condition of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

(b) To discuss with the Trustees any: 
matter relating to the works or 
finances of the improvement dis- 
trict: 

(c) To fix the remuneration of the 
Trustees for the ensuing year: 

(ad) To elect a Trustee to succeed the 
one whose term of office expires 
coincident with the holding of 
such annual general meeting and 
to elect a Trustee or Trustees to 
fill any other vacancy or vacancies 
that has or have occurred or is or 
are about to occur among the 
Trustees: 

(e) To choose the auditor for the 
ensuing year. 


A special general meeting may be called 
by the Trustees at any time for the pur- 
pose of electing a Trustee or Trustees to 
fill any vacancy or vacancies among the 
Trustees, or for the purpose of discussing 
with the owners any matter or matters 
which in the opinion of the Trustees 
should be brought up at a general meet- 
ing. 

At least seven days’ notice of every 
general meeting shall be given by notices 
posted in two conspicuous places and at 
the building where the meeting is to be 
held. 


The secretary shall enter in a book 
provided by the Trustees for this purpose 
minutes of all matters brought before the 
meeting and the action taken thereon. At 
any general meeting every person shall be 
qualified to vote who is a Canadian citizen 
and is twenty-one years old or older and 
is an owner of land in the improvement 
district, or the authorized agent of any 
board or corporation that is an owner of 
such land, or legal representative of any 
owner of such land who has died, become 
insolvent or insane, and is entitled to be 
registered as a voter under the “ Provin- 
cial Elections Act.” Every person quali- 
fied as aforesaid to vote and the wife or 
husband of any such person shall be 
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qualified to be a candidate for Trustee of 
the improvement district. In the event 
of the right of any person to vote at any 
general meeting being challenged, the 
chairman shall have authority to deter- 
mine whether or not such person is 
entitled to vote, and the chairman may 
require such person to make and file with 
him a statutory declaration showing that 
the declarant is qualified as aforesaid to 
vote at such general meeting. Forthwith 
after the holding of a general meeting the 
Trustees shall file with the Comptroller 
of Water Rights a true copy of the min- 
utes of such meeting and copies of all 
auditor’s reports and financial statements 
presented or discussed at the meeting. 

9. All words and phrases given special 
meaning in section 2 of the “ Water Act” 
shall, where used herein, be ascribed the 
meaning given them in the said section, 
unless the context otherwise requires.

“ MOTOR-VEHICLE ACT” 


HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council has been pleased to order 
that the regulations made pursuant to the 
provisions of the “ Motor-vehicle Act,” 
chapter 39 of the Statutes of British Co- 
lumbia, 1957, by Order in Council No. 
826, approved April Sth, 1957, be amend- 
ed by inserting after the word “ carrying ” 
in the first line of clause (h) of Regula- 
tion 23 the words “ overlength loads of ”: 

That the said regulation be further 
amended by adding the following to 
Schedule 1 of Regulation 23:— 

“(16) The ‘Trans-Canada Highway, 
from Victoria to Nanaimo (Route 1). 

“(17) The Island Highway, from Na- 
naimo to Campbell River (Route 19). 

“(18) The Canadian Highway, from 
Parksville to Alberni and Port Alberni 
(Route 4).” 

And that the said regulations be further 
amended by striking out Regulation 26 
and substituting the following: — 


“ Regulation 26.—Weights of Vehicles 


“(1) No person shall, without a permit 
issued pursuant to Regulation 28, drive 
or operate on a highway:— 

“(a) A vehicle any axle of which is 
carrying a gross weight in excess 
of 18,000 pounds: 

“(b) A vehicle equipped with two axles 
spaced 7 feet or less apart and 
carrying a gross weight in excess 
of 32,000 pounds: 

“(c) A vehicle loaded in such a man- 
ner that the gross weight on any 
wheel thereof is in excess of 600 
pounds per inch of width of tire 
in the case of pneumatic tires, or 
300 pounds per inch of width of 
tire in the case of metal tires: 
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“(d) A vehicle or combination of vehi- 
cles having a gross weight on any 
group of axles in excess of that 
shown in Schedule 2:

“MINERAL ACT” AND “PLACER- 


MINING ACT” 


PURSUANT to subsection (5) of sec- 
tion 14 of the “ Mineral Act” and sub- 
section (1) of section 16 of the “ Placer- 
mining Act,” chapters 213 and 214 of the 
“Revised Statutes of British Columbia, 
1948,” respectively, and under authority 
of Order in Council No. 214, approved 
on the 31st day of January, 1958, a 
reserve is placed on all minerals in an 
area of the Kamloops Mining Division 
defined as follows: All that part of the 
bed of the Thompson River lying between 
the following lines: — 


(a) From the centre point of the 
mouth of Cornwall Creek at its 
confluence with the said Thomp- 
son River a line shall be drawn at 
right angles to the flow of the said 
Thompson River at that point and 
extended in both directions:

Male and Female Minimum Wage 
Order No. 27 (1958) 


PURSUANT to the provisions of the 
“Male Minimum Wage Act” and the “Fe- 
male Minimum Wage Act,” the Board of 
Industrial Relations hereby orders:— 


Interpretation 


1. That for the purposes of this Order 
the following expressions shall have the 
following meanings: — 

“Occupation of hairdressing” means 
the work of persons engaged in 
cutting, dressing, dyeing, tinting, 
curling, waving, permanent way- 
ing, cleansing, bleaching, or other 
work upon the hair of any person, 
the removal of superfluous hair, 
and all work in connection with 
the giving of facials and scalp 
treatments, manicuring, and other 
work in hairdressing as defined 
and interpreted in the “Hairdress- 
ers Act.” It shall not include the 
work of any person the duties of 
whose occupation or profession 
require any act of hairdressing to 
be performed as incidental thereto, 
nor the work of barbers as defined 
in the “Barbers Act”: 

“Class A employee” means an em- 
ployee whose working-week con- 
sists of 39 hours or more: 

“Class B employee” means an em- 
ployee whose working-week con- 
sists of less than 39 hours. 


Application of Order 


2. That this Order shall apply to every 
employer and to every employee in the 
occupation of hairdressing. 


Minimum Wage 


3. That the minimum wage for em- 
ployees in the occupation of hairdressing 
shall be as provided in clauses (a), (b), 
(c), and (d) of this section and section 4 
of this Order. 

(a) Class A employees, $35 per week: 

(b) Class B employees, 90 cents per 

hour: 

(c) Employees classified under section 

7 of the “Male Minimum Wage 
Act” or section 6 of the “Female 
Minimum Wage Act” for whose 
employment permits in writing 
have been issued by the Board: 
The wage or rate of pay prescribed 
in the permit. 


Overtime 


(d) Overtime:— 

(i) Time and one-half the em- 
ployee’s regular rate of pay for all 
hours worked in excess of 8 in the 
day: 

(ii) Time and one-half the em- 
ployee’s regular rate of pay for all 
hours worked in excess of 44 in 
the week, where the hours worked 
do not exceed 8 in any one day. 


Exception 


This clause with respect to over- 
time rate of pay shall not apply to 
employees working under arrange- 
ments with respect to hours of 
work established pursuant to sec- 
tion 6 (a) of this Order, until the 
employee has completed the hours 
so established. 


Daily Guarantee 


4. An employee reporting for work on 
the call of an employer: The employee’s 
regular rate of pay for the entire period 
spent at the place of work in response to 
oe call, with a minimum in any one day 
of :— 

(1) Two hours’ pay at the employee’s 
regular rate, except where the em- 
ployee’s condition is such that he 
is not competent to perform his 
duties, or he has failed to comply 
with the Accident-prevention Reg- 
ulations of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Board; and 

(ii) If the employee commences work, 
4 hours’ pay at the employee’s 
regular rate, except where his work 
is suspended because of inclement 
weather or other reasons complete- 
ly beyond the control of the em- 
ployer. 


Hours of Work 


5. That, except as provided in section 
6 of this Order, the hours of work of any 
employee shall not exceed 8 in the day 
and 44 in the week. 


- 


Board May Vary Hours of Work 


6. Provisions for variance of hours of 

work:— 

(a) The Board may, by written au- 
thorization, permit the limits of 
hours of work contained in section 
5 of this Order to be exceeded, 
provided the hours of work so au- 
thorized are not inconsistent with 
the “Hours of Work Act” and 
regulations thereunder: 

(b) Where the Board is satisfied that 
extra working-hours are necessary 
to overcome emergent conditions 
that may arise from time to time 
and that such extra working-hours 
are not inimical to the interests of 
the employee, it may, by written 
authorization, permit the working- 
hours to exceed the limits pre- 
scribed in section 5 of this Order. 


Payment of Wages 


7. That every employer shall, at least 
as often as semi-monthly, pay to each of 
his employees all wages and salary earned 
by the employee up to a day not more 
than 8 days prior to the date of payment. 


Rest Periods 


8. That, notwithstanding the provisions 
of Order 11 (1949), every employee shall 
be given at least one-half hour period 
free from duty each day between the 
hours of 11.30 o’clock in the forenoon 


and 1.30 o’clock in the afternoon, such 
period free from duty to commence not 
later than 1 o’clock. 

9. That every employer shall post and 
keep posted in a conspicuous place in his 
establishment, so that all employees af- 
fected thereby may have ready access to 
and see the same:— 


Order to Be Posted 
(a) A copy of this Order: 


Shifts to Be Posted 


(b) A schedule setting out the daily 
shifts and intervals free from duty 
of each of his employees. 


Records to Be Kept 


10. (1) That every employer shall 
keep in his establishment a true and cor- 
rect record in the English language of the 
wages paid to and hours worked each 
day by each of his employees, together 
with a register in the English language 
of the names, ages, occupations, and resi- 
dential addresses of all of his employees. 


Records to Be Produced 


(2) That every employer shall, on de- 
mand of the Board or any person author- 
ized in writing by the Board or by the 
Chairman of the Board, produce for in- 
spection all records kept by him relating 
to the wages, hours of labour, or condi- 
tions of labour and employment of any 
or all of his employees. 


Order Effective 


11. That this Order, made by the 
Board at Vancouver, B.C., on the 28th 
day of January, 1958, shall take effect on 
the 10th day of March, 1958. 


12. That Order No. 27 (1952) of the 
Board, establishing a minimum wage in 
the occupation of hairdressing, made the 
17th day of June, 1952, is hereby re- 
scinded.

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten day of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session:— 


(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 


(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 








the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses 
of the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be ap- 
pended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act is 
proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same.

There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately.

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

“TOLL HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 
AUTHORITY ACT > 


PURSUANT to the provisions of the 
“ Toll Highways and Bridges Authority 
Act,” being chapter 37 of the Statutes of 
British Columbia, 1953 (Second Session), 
His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council has been pleased to order that 
Order in Council No. 2627, approved the 
19th day of October, 1956, with respect 
to the Agassiz—Rosedale Toll Bridge 
Regulations, be cancelled, effective Janu- 
ary 29th, 1958, and the following sub- 
stituted :— 


AGASSIZ—ROSEDALE TOLL BRIDGE 
REGULATIONS 





Interpretation 


1. In these regulations, unless the con- 

text otherwise requires :— 

“Authority” means the British Colum- 
bia Toll Highways and Bridges 
Authority, and in respect of the 
granting of permits includes any 
person designated by it in writing 
for that purpose: 

“Bridge” means the Agassiz—Rosedale 
Toll Bridge, constructed over the 
Fraser River between Agassiz and 
Rosedale, under authority of the 
“Toll Highways and Bridges Au- 
thority Act,’ and the approaches 
to the same extending from the 
intersection of the north approach 
and Whelpton Road, in Kent Mu- 
nicipality, immediately north of 
the toll-gates, to the intersection 
of the south approach and the 
south bank of Camp Slough at 
Windermere Island in unorganized 

= territory. 


Traffic Rules and Regulations 


2. Application of Other Acts. — The 
structure, bridge and approaches, is a 
public highway, and the provisions of the 
“Motor-vehicle Act,” and other Acts re- 
lating to the operation of vehicles upon 
a public highway, are applicable thereto. 

3. Obedience to Traffic-control De- 
vices.—The driver of a vehicle shall obey 
the instructions of an applicable traffic- 
control device, except when otherwise 
directed by a peace officer or by an au- 
thorized member of the Authority or of 
the Department of Highways. 

4. Production of Licence or Permit.— 
The driver of a vehicle upon the bridge 
or approaches shall, upon request by a 
peace officer or by an authorized member 
of the Authority or of the Department of 
Highways, produce any licence or permit 
issued under the “Motor-vehicle Act,” 
and shall allow the same to be taken in 
hand by the authorized person, for the 
purpose of inspection. 

5. U-turns——No person shall make a 
U-turn, or otherwise reverse the direction 
in which a vehicle is proceeding, while 
driving or operating a vehicle upon the 
bridge or approaches, unless otherwise 
directed by a peace officer or by an au- 
thorized member of the Authority or of 
the Department of Highways. 

6. One-way Traffic—Where a traffic- 
control device has been placed, painted, 
or erected upon the bridge or approaches, 
indicating the direction or manner in 
which vehicles shall proceed, no person 
shall drive or operate a vehicle other 
than in the direction or manner indicated, 
unless otherwise directed by a_ peace 


officer or by an authorized member of 
the Authority or of the Department of 
Highways. 

7. Parking—(1) No person shall stop, 
stand, or park a vehicle upon the bridge 
or approaches, except when it is neces- 
sary to comply with a traffic-control de- 
vice, or with the direction of a peace 
officer or authorized member of the Au- 
thority or of the Department of High- 
ways. 

(2) In the event of a breakdown or 
other disablement of a vehicle on the 
bridge or approaches, any peace officer 
or duly authorized member of the Au- 
thority or Department of Highways may 
arrange for the necessary towing of the 
vehicle, or the supplying of gasoline, or 
such other assistance as may be necessary, 
and all charges in such connection shall 
be paid for by the driver or operator of 
the vehicle before it is removed from the 
bridge or approaches. 

(3) In the event of a vehicle being un- 
lawfully stopped, parked, or left standing 
on the bridge or approaches, any peace 
officer or duly authorized member of the 
Authority or of the Department of High- 
ways may remove or cause the said ve- 
hicle to be removed from the place where 
it is found, and all charges or costs in 
connection with such removal, or the 
storage of the vehicle, shall be paid by 
the owner or operator of the vehicle be- 
fore it is returned to the owner or opera- 
tor thereof. 

8. Size and Weight Limitations —AI| 
Overweight or oversize vehicles operated 
by virtue of a special permit issued in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
regulations made pursuant to Part III of 
the “Motor-vehicle Act” may be required 
to proceed upon the bridge and ap- 
proaches only at specified hours and upon 
certain days of the week, subject to the 
approval of the Authority or of the De- 
partment of Highways. 

9. Slow-moving Vehicles. — When an 
oversize, overweight, or other slow-moy- 
ing vehicle impedes the normal and rea- 
sonable movement of traffic upon the 
bridge or approaches, the driver shall, 
when directed by a peace officer or by an 
authorized member of the Authority or 
of the Department of Highways, remove 
the vehicle from the main travelled por- 
tion of the bridge or approaches to a 
designated parking area, and shall not 
proceed until so directed by an authorized 
person. 

10. Explosives and Inflammable Liquids 
or Commodities —(1) No person driving 
a vehicle which is transporting explosives 
of a quantity requiring an Explosives 
Transportation Permit shall enter upon 
the approaches or attempt to cross the 
bridge without first having obtained a 
convoy or escort, to be supplied by the 
Department of Highways traffic patrol. 


(2) (a) Vehicles transporting loads or 
part loads of the commodities 
listed below; or 
Vehicles transporting empty 
tanks which have contained 
any of the commodities listed 
below in (1) or (2) and have 
not been thoroughly cleaned 
with steam or filled with 
water— 
may be required to proceed upon the 
bridge or approaches only during speci- 
fied hours and upon certain days of the 
week, such hours and days to be desig- 
nated by the Authority by the erection of 
suitable signs upon the bridge or ap- 
proaches :— 

(1) Gasoline, distillate, or kerosene in 

tanks, drums, barrels, or cans: 


(b) 
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(2) Oxygen, acetylene, or butane in 
standard approved containers: 

(3) Fuel-oil, road-oil, hot road mix, 
lubricating-oil or grease, solid or 

liquid asphaltum: 

(4) Explosives or corrosive liquids in 
small quantities, 

It. Prohibited Vehicles, ete-—The fol- 
lowing shall be prohibited from travelling 
upon the approaches or upon the bridge 
except by virtue of a special permit is- 
sued in accordance with the provisions of 
the regulations made pursuant to Part II 
of the “Motor-vehicle Act”:— 

(a) Vehicles with metal tires, or pneu- 
matic tires which are flat or not 
inflated with air: 

(6) Animals which are being led, rid- 
den, or driven: 

(c) Push-carts, wheelbarrows, or simi- 
lar devices: 

(d) Vehicles or loads which, in the 
opinion of the Authority or au- 
thorized member of the Depart- 
ment of Highways, would en- 
danger persons or property or ren- 
der the use of the bridge or ap- 
proaches unsafe. 

12. Bicycles. — Bicycles will be per- 
mitted only upon the sidewalks of the 
bridge or approaches. 

13. Pedestrians. — (1) No pedestrian 
shall use the roadway, but shall proceed 
upon the sidewalk provided for that pur- 
pose and shall continue in one direction 
only. 

(2) No pedestrian shall loiter or stop 
upon the bridge. 

(3) No pedestrian shall climb upon or 
enter upon any portion of the bridge or 
approaches not intended for use by pedes- 
trians. 

14. Tolls. — (1) The Authority may 
erect and maintain at or on the bridge a 
toll-booth or toll-booths and may appoint 
and employ all necessary toll collectors 
and other officials necessary to direct and 
control them in the performance of their 
duties; all persons so appointed and em- 
ployed shall be under the direction and 
control of the Authority. 

(2) It shall be the duty of every toll 
collector appointed under this regulation 
to collect and enforce payment of the 
tolls imposed by this regulation, and 
otherwise to enforce due observance of 
the provisions of this regulation. 

(3) The driver of any vehicle, and any 
pedestrian, entering upon or using the ap- 
proaches or bridge structure shall comply 
with these regulations, and shall stop and 
pay the tolls according to the rates as 
fixed by the Authority. 


(4) The provisions of these regula- 
tions shall not apply to persons who are 
actually engaged in the operation, main- 
tenance, inspection, and repair of the 
bridge and approaches, except in so far as 
the payment of tolls is concerned. 


15. Penalties——Every person who vio-

NELSON TOLL BRIDGE 
REGULATIONS 





Interpretation 


1. In these regulations, unless the con- 

text otherwise requires :— 

“Authority” means the British Colum- 
bia Toll Highways and Bridges 
Authority, and in respect of the 
granting of permits includes any 
person designated by it in writing 
for that purpose: 
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“ Bridge” means the Nelson Toll Bridge, 
constructed over the West Arm of 
Kootenay Lake at Nelson, under 
authority of the “ Toll Highways 
and Bridges Authority Act,” and 
the approaches to the same. 


Traffic Rules and Regulations 


2. Application of Other Acts. — The 
structure, bridge and approaches, is a 
public highway, and the provisions of the 
“Motor-vehicle Act,” and other Acts re- 
lating to the operation of vehicles upon 
a public highway, are applicable thereto. 

3. Obedience to Traffic-control De- 
vices.—The driver of a vehicle shall obey 
the instructions of an applicable traffic- 
control device, except when otherwise 
directed by a peace officer or by an au- 
thorized member of the Authority or of 
the Department of Highways. 

4. Production of Licence or Permit.— 
The driver of a vehicle upon the bridge 
or approaches shall, upon request by a 
peace officer or by an authorized member 
of the Authority or of the Department of 
Highways, produce any licence or permit 
issued under the “Motor-vehicle Act,” 
and shall allow the same to be taken in 
hand by the authorized person, for the 
purpose of inspection. 

5. U-turns——No person shall make a 
U-turn, or otherwise reverse the direction 
in which a vehicle is proceeding, while 
driving or operating a vehicle upon the 
bridge or approaches, unless otherwise 
directed by a peace officer or by an au- 
thorized member of the Authority or of 
the Department of Highways. 

6. One-way Traffic—Where a traffic- 
control device has been placed, painted, 
or erected upon the bridge or approaches, 
indicating the direction or manner in 
which vehicles shall proceed, no person 
shall drive or operate a vehicle other 
than in the direction or manner indicated, 
unless otherwise directed by a _ peace 
officer or by an authorized member of 
the Authority or of the Department of 
Highways. 

7. Parking—(1) No person shall stop, 
stand, or park a vehicle upon the bridge 
or approaches, except when it is neces- 
sary to comply with a traffic-control de- 
vice, or with the direction of a peace 
officer or authorized member of the Au- 
thority or of the Department of High- 
ways. 

(2) In the event of a breakdown or 
other disablement of a vehicle on the 
bridge or approaches, any peace officer 
or duly authorized member of the Au- 
thority or Department of Highways may 
arrange for the necessary towing of the 
vehicle, or the supplying of gasoline, or 
such other assistance as may be necessary, 
and all charges in such connection shall 
be paid for by the driver or operator of 
the vehicle before it is removed from the 
bridge or approaches. 

(3) In the event of a vehicle being un- 
lawfully stopped, parked, or left standing 
on the bridge or approaches, any peace 
officer or duly authorized member of the 
Authority or of the Department of High- 
ways may remove or cause the said ve- 
hicle to be removed from the place where 
it is found, and all charges or costs in 
connection with such removal, or the 
storage of the vehicle, shall be paid by 
the owner or operator of the vehicle be- 
fore it is returned to the owner or opera- 
tor thereof. 

8. Size and Weight Limitations ——AII 
overweight or oversize vehicles operated 
by virtue of a special permit issued in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
regulations made pursuant to Part IIL of 


the “Motor-vehicle Act” may be required 
to proceed upon the bridge and ap- 
proaches only at specified hours and upon 
certain days of the week, subject to the 
approval of the Authority or of the De- 
partment of Highways. 

9. Slow-moving Vehicles. — When an 
Oversize, overweight, or other slow-moy- 
ing vehicle impedes the normal and rea- 
sonable movement of traffic upon the 
bridge or approaches, the driver shall, 
when directed by a peace officer or by an 
authorized member of the Authority or 
of the Department of Highways, remove 
the vehicle from the main travelled por- 
tion of the bridge or approaches to a 
designated parking area, and shall not 
proceed until so directed by an authorized 
person. 

10. Explosives and Inflammable Liquids 
or Commodities——(1) No person driving 
a vehicle which is transporting explosives 
of a quantity requiring an Explosives 
Transportation Permit shall enter upon 
the approaches or attempt to cross the 
bridge without first having obtained a 
convoy or escort, to be supplied by the 
Department of Highways traffic patrol. 

(2) (a) Vehicles transporting loads or 
part loads of the commodities 
listed below; or 
Vehicles transporting empty 
tanks which have contained 
any of the commodities listed 
below in (1) or (2) and have

11. Prohibited Vehicles, etc-—The fol- 
lowing shall be prohibited from travelling 
upon the approaches or upon the bridge 
except by virtue of a special permit is- 
sued in accordance with the provisions of 
the regulations made pursuant to Part III 
of the “Motor-vehicle Act”:— 

(a) Vehicles with metal tires, or pneu- 
matic tires which are flat or not 
inflated with air: 

(b) Animals which are being led, rid- 
den, or driven: 

(c) Push-carts, wheelbarrows, or simi- 

lar devices: 

(d) Vehicles or loads which, in the 
opinion of the Authority or au- 
thorized member of the Depart- 
ment of Highways, would en- 
danger persons or property or ren- 
der the use of the bridge or ap- 
proaches unsafe. 

12. Bicycles. — Bicycles will be per- 
mitted only upon the sidewalks of the 
bridge or approaches. 

13. Pedestrians. — (1) No pedestrian 
shall use the roadway, but shall proceed 
upon the sidewalk provided for that pur- 
pose and shall continue in one direction 
only. 

(2) No pedestrian shall loiter or stop 
upon the bridge. 

(3) No pedestrian shall climb upon or 
enter upon any portion of the bridge or 
approaches not intended for use by pedes- 
trians. 


14. Tolls. —(1) The Authority may 
erect and maintain at or on the bridge a 
toll-booth or toll-booths and may appoint 
and employ all necessary toll collectors 
and other officials necessary to direct and 
control them in the performance of their 
duties; all persons so appointed and em- 
ployed shall be under the direction and 
control of the Authority. 

(2) It shall be the duty of every toll 
collector appointed under this regulation 
to collect and enforce payment of the 
tolls imposed by this regulation, and 
otherwise to enforce due observance of 
the provisions of this regulation. 

(3) The driver of any vehicle, and any 
pedestrian, entering upon or using the ap- 
proaches or bridge structure shall comply 
with these regulations, and shall stop and 
pay the tolls according to the rates as 
fixed by the Authority. 

(4) The provisions of these regula- 
tions shall not apply to persons who are 
actually engaged in the operation, main- 
tenance, inspection, and repair of the 
bridge and approaches, except in so far as 
the payment of tolls is concerned. 


15. Penalties—Every person who vio- 
lates any provision of these regulations, 
or refuses or neglects to observe or per- 
form any duty or obligation created or 
imposed by these regulations, or who di- 
rectly or indirectly evades or attempts to 
evade the payment of any toll which he 
is required to pay under these regulations, 
shall be liable, on summary conviction, 
to a fine of not more than three hundred 
dollars.
